In the Month of January, 1746, the 
Captain quitted his Ship on Account of his 
Father's Death, and was invited again by 
Mr. P——e to his Houſe, where he met 
Captain Pe his Half-Brother, who, with 
the whole Family, joined in the ſtrongeſt 
Profeſſions of Friendſhip to him. A few 
Days after the Captain's Return to Green- 
wich, Miſs M. d came to wait on Mrs. 


Pe, and an unhappy Diſpute aroſe, by 


the Lady's being too warm an Advocate in 
a Cauſe, that no Man of Honour, in the 
Service of his King and Country, could 
bear; upon which he immediately with-

as to leave her, after ſatiating his Rage, by 
calling her the moſt opprobrious Names; 
although it muſt be evident to the unpre- 
judiced part of Mankind, that ſhe was then 
extreamly unfit, by reaſon of her Diſorder, 
to bear the Fatigue of a Journey; and cer- 
tain, that the Chariot mentioned, at 
the Inn, waited on two Gentlemen, who 
were on a Journey to, or from Canterbury.
